'The owner or keeper of every dog shall 
at all times between the hours of sunset and 
sunrise of each day keep such dog either 
confined upon the premises of the owner or 
firmly secured by the means of a collar and 
chain or other device so that it cannot stray 
beyond the premises of the owner or keeper, 
or under reasonable control of some person 
or when lawfully engaged in hunting accom­ 
panied by an owner or handler. 


"Whoever fails to keep any dog in their 
possession lawfully under control as provid­ 
ed in this act shall be liable to a fine of not 
less than ten dollars, nor more than twenty- 
five dollars."

Causes and Cure of Gallstones

And if y ou are 
selective and refer only to p< p ie 
over forty y ears of age tho p rop or­ 
tion is much higher. Some statis­ 
tics show that in women over >i\ty , 
one out of four (25 
have gall­ 
stones. 
The reasons for this frequency 
are not far to seek. 
The gall­ 
bladder is one of the bay ous, or 
backwaters, of thp body. It is a 
little sac in which bile rests quiet­ 
ly most of the 24 hours, until the 
bile is needed in fat digestion and 
then the gallbladder emp ties, or 
allow? the bile to escap e into the 
intestine. The bile contains in 
solution 
substances 
which 
can 
cry stallize and form stones. 
This does not hap p en unless there 
is a central foreign body around 
which to cry stallize. The nucleus 
of the gallstone is usually a c » n- 
giomeration of bacteria or mucous 
of disquamated cells, the p roducts 
of inflammation. Since all the blood 
from the intestines gi*es to the 
liver first, in the course of 40 
y ears a good deal of this blood 
must contam bacteria. This lodges 
in the gallbladder and for,ms the 
nucleus for, first, inflammation 
and, second, gallstone formation. 
Q. E. D.—many p eop le over 40 
have gallstones. 


Treatment o f Gallsto nes 
The 
treatment 
of 
gallstones 
would seem to be a fairly obvious 
matter. We can detect them with 
a very high degree of accuracy 
and frequency . The dy e tost with 
the X-ray is very dep endable. So 
we are able to tell they are there. 
Surgery has reached such a state 
of p erfection that gallstones can 
be removed comp letely and finally 
with a minimum of risk. 
They 
cannot be dissolved by any medi­ 
cines taken by mouth, or in the 
veins. Surgery is the only way. 
But human nature being what 
it is and N ature in general being 
what it Is. every body who has them 
does not necessarily run to have 
them hacked out on the slightest 
p rovocation. For one reason many 
of them are silent and give no 
trouble. For another, even if a set 
should flare up occasionally and 
go on the ramp age, medical treat­ 
ment can control them p retty well 
and keep a fellow reasonably com­ 
fortable for y ears. For the final 
reason only a very small irop or- 
tion 
of 
the 
p op ulation 
really 
y earns for surgical op erations. To 
say the least they do not conduce 
to saving money or freedom from 
discomfort. And I may say I am 
quite sy mp athetic to that .vtitudo, 
I am not at all hardboiled towards 
p eop le w*ho are try ing to avoid 
surgery . 
One may reasonably ask, how­ 


ever. whether the p atient is run­ 
ning any grave risk if he elects 
M keep hi? gallstones a while and 
give up hi5' surgeon. This is es- 
p cd ally p ertinent no*w that hos­ 
p ital facilities are so taxed and 
p atients should consider whether 
their comp laints are sufficiently 
sci lous to w arrant their occup y ing 
a hosp ital room. 
A Boston surgeon, Dr, Bear?#, 
has reviewed his exp eriences with 
his gallstone p atients with these 
questions in mind. He found that 
a consecutive series of about 250 
p atients had had gallstones for 
v#r five y ears. About three-fifths 
had no comp lications and seemed 
in quite good health. Two-fifths of 
his p ctients had develop ed com­ 
p lication? more or less serious: 
the duration of bai boring gall­ 
stones in this group was about 
seven y ears.

p ort concludes, however: “ Op er­ 
ation may safely be deferred in 
p atients with gallstones so long as 
there are no comp lications and 
p rovided the p ostp onement does 
not imp air the p atients resist­ 
ance.”
